Chicago police are investigating whether 
three women found strangled in vacant build- 
ings during the past two years were killed by 
the same attacker, authorities said Tuesday. 

Two of the attacks are linked by evidence, 
while the most recent slaying last weekend 
fits the pattern, though forensic testing has 
not been completed, said Calumet Area Lt. 
Anthony Carothers. 

The women have been found strangled in 
vacant or abandoned buildings in Roseland 
and West Pullman, police said. 

Chicago police issued an alert for the area

bounded roughly by 120th and 112th streets 
and Michigan Avenue and Halsted Street, 
urging women to be cautious and aware of 
their surroundings. 

In the latest attack, Lutelda Michelle Hud- 
son, 29, was found dead in a vacant building 
in the 11900 block of South Harvard Avenue. 
On March 30, the body of Siobhan Hampton, 
30, was discovered in an abandoned building 
in the 11300 block of South Michigan Avenue. 
The third attack happened in November 
2008 when Eureka Jackson, 38, was killed in 
an abandoned building at 34 E. 120th Street. 

Each of the victims had criminal histories 


strangling deaths 


that included prostitution arrests, according 
to court records. 

Police held several internal meetings Tues- 
day about the attacks. So far, three alerts 
about the attacks have been issued, including 
one that went out late Monday after detec- 
tives became more confident the crimes were 
linked. 

Carothers said police are working under 
the assumption that there is one attacker. 
They are also reviewing other unsolved ho- 
micide cases, especially in light of the gap in 
time between the 2008 attack and the two 
most recent killings.

iPad 
coming 
to LIT

Illinois Institute of Technology is 
set to announce that the univer- 
sity will give all freshmen this fall 
a free Apple iPad. It will cost the 
university $250,000, said univer- 
sity spokesman Evan Venie. 

IIT is expecting between 500 
and 600 incoming freshmen pay- 
ing tuition of $31,363. The iPad is 
priced at $499 and up. 

The school envisions that stu- 
dents can tote the light iPad to 
class and use it to take notes, read 
books, check e-mail and surf the 
Internet. Faculty, particularly 
those who teach in engineering 
and computer science, can build 
applications specific to their 
courses. 

IIT already offers courses fo- 
cused on the development of mo- 
bile applications. 

At least two other universi- 
ties—Seton Hill University in 
Pennsylvania and George Fox 
University in Oregon—also have 
announced plans to give free 
iPads to students. George Fox 
students will have a choice be- 
tween the iPad and the MacBook, 
a laptop computer. 

IIT’s decision to provide free 
iPads comes days after President 
Obama, in a commencement 
speech at Hampton University, 
called the devices a “diversion.” 

“With iPods and iPads; and 
Xboxes and PlayStations—none 
of which I know how to work— 
information becomes a distrac- 
tion, a diversion, a form of enter- 
tainment, rather than a tool of 
empowerment, rather than the 
means of emancipation,” he told 
the graduates. 

IIT, located in Bronzeville, 
has about 2,300 undergraduate 
students. The private university 
specializes in engineering, the 
sciences and mathematics, but 
it also offers degrees in architec- 
ture, psychology, business and 
law.

3 dead in apparent 
murder-suicide

Awoman and her boyfriend were shot dead on 
the Southwest Side on Monday night by the 
woman’s estranged husband, who then killed 
himself, officials said. The gunman spared the 
lives of five children in the house. 

A 29-year-old woman and two men were 
dead in the apparent double slaying-suicide in 
a1 1/2-story brick home in the 4200 block of 
West 55th Street in West Elsdon, police said. 

The shooting took place about 10:15 p.m. 
The victims, whose names have not been re- 
leased, were the woman and her 33-year-old 
boyfriend, both of whom were shot in the 
head, and the woman’s estranged husband, 
38, whom police identified as the gunman.

He had self-inflicted wounds to his head and 
chest, police said. 

There were five children in the house at 
the time—three of the woman’s and two of 
the boyfriend’s, according to police. The es- 
tranged husband came to the home and sent 
the children upstairs, who then heard arguing 
and shots, police said. 

All the bodies were found in the basement 
of the home, police said. 

Police were called to the scene because of 
a report of shots fired and found the victims, 
according to a police statement. 

Just before midnight, three adults and a 
young boy who had been standing next to the 
house were escorted to a nearby car.

As if primaries weren't enough, both parties had other concerns Tuesday. U.S. Rep. Mark 
Souder, a conservative Republican from Indiana, abruptly announced he would resign 
Friday, admitting he had an affair with a woman on his congressional payroll. Democrats 
said his resignation would make the seat competitive in the fall. And Democrat Richard 
Blumenthal, the Connecticut attorney general running for U.S. Senate, disputed a news- 
paper report that he once lied about his Vietnam record. Republicans focused on the 
report, hoping it would increase their chances of winning the seat. 


Former Rep. Pat Toomey easily won 
the Republican nomination—six years 
after losing to Specter in a GOP primary. 

In Arkansas, Sen. Blanche Lincoln 
swapped early leads with primary chal- 
lenger Bill Halter, the lieutenant governor 
whose challenge was backed by organized 
labor. A June 8 runoff was a possibility in a 
three-way race. 


In a fourth race with national impli- 
cations, Democrat Mark Critz moved 
ahead of Republican Tim Burns as the 
first votes were counted in a race to fill 
out the final few months in the term of 
the late Rep. John Murtha in Pennsylva- 
nia. Each party said the race to succeed 
the longtime Democratic lawmaker was 
something of a bellwether for the fall.

I think it just lets him be like that too without 
being looked at like, “He’s a guy; he should be 
cool.”

I light my farts on fire constantly at band 
practice. I love video games and science and 
Carl Sagan and space. Ellie likes to make little 
clay monsters, and Emily likes to sew and knit, 
and Vee plays “Bejeweled,” like, all night long on 
Facebook.

If there were a Maybenauts 
animated series, what adventures would you 
get into? 

The most fun we have together is in band 
practice, and that’s where all the crazy stuff 
happens.

Janelle Monae 
“The ArchAndroid” 
(Bad Boy/Atlantic) 


Plenty of artists’ 
full-length debuts 
arrive with tumble- 
weeds. Not Janelle 
Monae. “The 
ArchAndroid” is 

a bona fide state- 
ment of, “I’m here; get used to it.” It 
also declares that the fierce, theatri- 
cal singer isn’t interested in being 
contained to a genre, and that she’s 
got a stronger sense of self than VV. 
Brown. Monae’s record skips across 
pop, rock, R&B, funk and soul with 
reckless abandon. It’s an excitingly 
unpredictable ride that might feel 
choppy if the 24-year-old Kansas 
City native weren't so skilled at shift- 
ing gears. “Mushrooms and Roses” is 
a lovely, spacey rock ballad that will 
make Andre 3000 envious, while 
Monae teams up with the other half 
of Outkast for the sexy shimmy of 
“Tightrope,” which lets Big Boi loos- 
en up a bit. The disc probably runs a 
little longer than necessary and hits 
a bump in “Make the Bus,” where Of 
Montreal’s psychedelic strangeness 
overshadows Monae. Yet through- 
out the record she demonstrates 
impeccable instincts and creativity, 
whether it’s the horns/strings/alien 
verse of “Neon Valley Street” or the 
bumpin’ Afro-beat energy of “Dance 
or Die,” featuring Saul Williams. Don’t 
even get me started on the outra- 
geous “backstory” of the cover art 
crown. Monae is a captivating new 
presence and, more importantly, a 
talent that earns both the curiosity 
and the awe.

Local actor and writer 
takes a plunge with 
‘Casanova’ into 
economic patterns

Nothing kills romance like money talk. It’s the 
fruitcake of feasts— downright dry stuff—that 
most of us don’t think of as a tool of seduction. 
The topic, however, doesn’t turn off Theater 
Oobleck co-founder David Isaacson. At least, 
not when he examines it through the salacious 
lens of Casanova. Isaacson’s hour-long play, 
“Casanova Takes a Bath,” meshes the memoirs 
of the iconic 18th century lover with com- 
mentary by the playwright, who repeat- 
edly steps out of his dramatic role to 
comment on the current global eco- 


nomic crisis. Confused? Intrigued? Casanova 
So were we, so we chatted up the Takes a Bath 
playwright to find out how this Theater Oobleck at Prop 


unlikely pairing came to be. 


Tell us, why tap Casanova asa 

tool for examining the economy? 

Why not Elvis, Dr. Seuss or the 

Marquis de Sade? 

I think that probably you could 

write a show about the current 

crisis using any of those people. Dr. Seuss 
would be a great one—there’s so much that’s 
nonsensical in the structure of our current 
economy. Now we’re in the “constant analysis” 
phase, where people are hauled in front of 
Congress and a lot of the people say, “There’s 
no way we could’ve seen this coming.” My 
point of view is that this is a situation that 

we face again and again, over the last many 
centuries. 


So you’re emphasizing the timelessness of the 
market crash in your play. 

Yes. Through what happens now we can see 
echoes of the Great Depression and the crash 
of ’29 and the tulip bulb mania and things that 
were going on in the 18th century. 


Which was your entry point for the play: 
Casanova or the economic crisis? 

It was equal. I was interested in what was 
going on in the economy and because I was 
reading Casanova I kept on seeing these paral- 
lels. Maybe I could have been reading from any 
point in modern history, but because he was 
such a man of his time—from high finance to 
business to more earthly pleasures—he held 
within him, for me, a wealth of allegories to 
draw from.

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Is there a modern day 
version of Casanova? 


I guess the 2010 ver- 
sion would have to be Tiger 
Woods. He’s someone who both 
is a complete profligate and libertine when 
it comes to his relations with women, and at 
the same time, he’s one of the preeminent 
businessmen of our age. 


Your pairing sounds surprisingly logical. But 
there is an element of the absurd here, right? 
That was the key for me. I was reading about 
the economy and coming to certain opinions 
about it but the material was fairly dry. And 
then you read something like the memoirs 

of Casanova, and even when he deals with 
[business] it’s never dry. So I was like, “I can 
take all this stuff about the economy and put it 
in the mouth of Casanova and it immediately 
becomes very juicy and salacious.” 


What's with the title? Is there a bathtub on 
stage? 

It’s a play on words. “Takes a bath,” meaning 
“losing a lot of money.” So it’s both to describe 
what happens in the play—he’s being black- 
mailed for all his various illicit conquests —and 
there’s also the sense of “taking a bath” and the 
various images that might conjure up in the 
audience’s mind.

This, however, doesn’t mean we can’t 
stop and take stock of the weird, wild 
career of comedian and late-night talk 
show host O’Brien— appreciating him 
as one of the smartest, finest stars ever 
produced by the insane and inscrutable 
TV industry gristmill. 

Beginning his career on the margins, 
O’Brien rose from the bleak, all-con- 
suming obscurity that crushes the souls 
of many a wannabe comedian to a writer 
for “Saturday Night Live” and then 
“The Simpsons.” When David Letter- 
man moved to CBS following a dust-up 
with NBC over the hosting slot on “The 
Tonight Show” (involving some guy 
named Jay Leno), O’Brien auditioned for 
the vacant “Late Night” helm. Despite 
no on-camera experience, he inexplicably 
landed the gig but remained on cancel- 
lation notice for roughly the first three 
years of his tenure. 

As Mz. T put it when O’Brien pointed 
out that T had erroneously congratulated 
him for seven years of good work even 
though it was O’Brien’s roth anniversary 
special, “I know that, fool ... but you’ve 
only been funny for seven.” 

What came after those first halting 
episodes when O’Brien and sidekick 
Andy Richter appeared to be filming 
their non sequitur conversations from a 
survivalist’s bunker is the stuff of comedy 
legend: the Masturbating Bear, Triumph 
the Insult Comic Dog, Vomiting Kermit, 
hornymanatee.com— the throwaway 
gag became a real site that now directs 
to NBC—O’Brien’s eerie resemblance 
to the female president of Finland, Tarja 
Halonen, and a gut-bustingly hysterical

Of course, we all know what hap- 
pened next. The last year of O’Brien’s 
career must have felt like a short story 
by Franz Kafka—the guy who wrote the 
one about a dude turning into a bug. 
NBC -— spurred by sagging ratings and 
the ill-advised 9 p.m. experiment with 
“The Jay Leno Show” —yanked “The 
Tonight Show” out from under O’Brien 
and handed it back to Leno. 

Yet it’s possible that this is not the 
disaster it seemed at the time.

Coco was born, and strangely—although 
Leno may have won the battle over “The 
Tonight Show” — it appears as though 
O’Brien has won the war. 

His iconic pompadour has become a 
kind of shorthand symbol for everything 
we want to see from our entertainers. 
During the dispute, O’Brien’s trademark 
humility, good humor and decency were 
on full display. In the final moments of his 
last show as host of “The Tonight Show,” 
he summarized his professional philoso- 
phy: “If you work really hard and you’re 
kind, amazing things will happen.” It’s 
advice so simple, it’s almost profound. 

When O’Brien finishes up this tour, 
he’ll begin a new show on TBS, and while 
his ratings may never match a network 
behemoth like “The Tonight Show,” he’ll 
have cemented his legend as one of the 
funniest, smartest, most beloved names 
in comedy.

Chicago theater vet 
making mark on TV 


Deborah Puette may not be a household name—unless you know 
Chicago’s theater scene. 

Puette appeared on Chicago stages for years after winning a Joseph 
Jefferson Award for her first role, in Circle Theater’s 1998 production 
of “The Glory of Living.” The actress now lives in L.A. with her hus- 
band and former Chicago theater actor, Mark St. Amant, and their 
son, Wyatt. She is active in the theater scene as an actor, producer and 
writer and also appears in TV shows and films. 

Viewers will get a little more familiar with Puette this week. She 
guest-stars in CBS’ “Criminal Minds” and NBC’s “Parks and Recre- 
ation.” She also recently appeared in an episode of “Grey’s Anatomy” 
and has been on “The Office.” 

“Going onto a show as a guest artist is challenging,” she told me last 
week, adding that she kind of thrives on the pressure to perform on 
the spot. 

Often the guest actors don’t get a rehearsal, or even the chance 
to meet the regular cast members until their scene is being shot. 

For “Criminal Minds,” Puette met Matthew Gray Gubler in passing 
and A.J. Cook in the makeup trailer. Next thing she knew they ran 
through their scene and then filmed it. 

“We were in and out pretty fast,” she said, which wasn’t exactly the 
case with “Parks and Recreation.” In “Minds,” she had one scene with 
two regulars. In “Parks,” she is Kathy, a concerned Pawnee mother 
attending a public forum organized by Leslie (Amy Poehler). That 
meant several regular cast members, a few guest actors and a lot of 
extras were on hand for the scene. 

“We did it a few times. I would do my bit and they would do their 
bit and we would run through the whole scene one time,” she said. 
“Then here comes the writer and director scurrying over to me with a 
piece of paper, ‘Here’s a new page of dialogue to do.’” 

Puette had to learn it on the spot and then reshot the scene. 

“Suddenly they turned me into the tyrant mom who is literally call- 
ing for Leslie’s head on a stake, getting the crowd chanting,” she said. 
“Tt was pretty fun. It was a really good time.” 

Despite the fun she has guest-starring, there is one final stress 
point after filming is over. Her scenes may be cut from the episodes, 
making anyone she tells to watch wonder if she made it all up. 

“T always tell my family, “Watch it, but let’s not have a heart attack 
if something happened. I’m probably going to be there, but if I’m 
not I’m not,’” she said, laughing. “It’s never happened to me, but it’s 
definitely happened to friends and it’s always heartbreaking when it 
does.”

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Think Greek for 
your next wine 


It’s comforting to have your favorites when it comes to wine, but it’s 
also important to venture out and try new grape varieties. This is the 
best way to learn about wine. 

I'ma big fan of light-bodied, citrusy, crisp white wines such as sau- 
vignon blanc and albarino, but a few years ago I discovered assyrtiko 
(uh-seer-tee-ko) from Greece. Assyrtiko is a noble Greek grape variety 
that is high in acidity with fruit flavors of tart green apples, lemon zest 
and key limes. It is similar in style to un-oaked white wines such as a 
dry mineral-flavored riesling or good quality pinot grigio. 

In the context of mood pairings, it’s the type of wine to sip while 
cooking dinner; if you want to pair it with food, enjoy it on a warm, 
breezy summer afternoon with a big bowl of steamed shellfish. 

Assyrtiko originates from the island of Santorini, a region known 
for being very hot, warm and dry with volcanic soils. It’s truly a wonder 
the vines are able to survive in such inhospitable conditions. The 
vines are trained to form a basket shape, within which the grapes sit, 
protected from the harsh, drying winds. The basket shape also helps 
retain moisture from the morning fog, providing what little water 
there is for the vines during the dry summer. 

To retain the freshness of the varietal character, assyrtiko is seldom 
aged in oak. It is also sometimes blended with athiri, another local 
varietal. Although assyrtiko is best enjoyed fresh and young, extended aging can mellow the 
sharp lemony flavors into something that tastes of baked apples, preserved lemons and orange 
marmalade. Assyrtiko is best enjoyed chilled with simply prepared Mediterranean fare such 
as grilled fish and other types of seafood; tangy salads with goat cheese and feta; and herbed 
poultry.
